Summary 


Characteristics of the female of Ypthima wenlungi: 


Forewing length, 19.5-20.5 mm. Wing margin more rounded than male. Number and arrangement of eye 
spots of both wings similar to male. In hindwing underside, the eye spot in space 6 strikingly larger than 
those in spaces 2 and 1b as well as male. Generally the eye spots relatively larger than those of the male as 
well as those of the other Ypthima butterflies. 


Paler coloured patch around the forewing eye spot more visible than in male and in hindwing the same 
coloured submarginal band. 
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
